of tuberculosis is..poor nourishment, 
adding that "the well fed resist tuber- j 
cuiosis well; the underfed yield" read- 
ily."

recommends better 


food for young children; deplores the 
hasty breakfasts and lunches of busi- 
ness men; calls attention to the gen- 
erally prevailing lack of knowledge of 
food values, amd says that diet should 
be suited to the age of the individual.

ing naval officers made every effort to 
emphasize that tl ; question of en- 
listed personnel is the main consider- 
ation in the maintenance of the 5-5-3 
naval ratio of the Washington treaty. 


It is estimated that 00,000 of the S6,- 


000 provided by law will be.due to re- 
tire at the expiration of their terms 
of enlistment, while the "navy will be 
lucky to get JO per cent ot these to re- 
enlist. 
This constant turnover from 


year to year is regarded as the 
weak 


feature of the fleet. 


In stressing the problem in its rela- 


tion to personal efficiency naval ex- 
perts point out that the British enlist- 
ment term is .twelve years, while the 
Japanese term is ten years, thus assur- 
ing these countries a permanent per- 
sonnel of .trained men 
which " the 


United States cannot hope to have at 
the rate of the present yearly 
turn- 


over. 


Doing away with tlve war enlistment 


periods of two years and three years 
and going back to the-tftur year period 
will help to some extent, but even at 
that it is estimated that in order 
to 


have a personnel suffici-.nt to maintain 
the efficiency ratio of the 5-5-3 treaty 
the L^nited States should allow itself 


, at ail times a larger

Commandments XI. and XII., as follows: 


"Thou Shalt love God .with all thy heart." 
"Thou shall love thy neighbor as thyself." 
Some church people, regarding all religious innovations as 


5mpious>may object. It is evident, however, that the innova- 
tors in this case are not adding anything to the Scriptures. 
They are merely putting together the basic laws of the Old and 
New Testaments. 
Jesus gave his followers the two new com- 


mandments, 'Thou shalt love the Lord Thy God with all thy 
heart, with all thy soul-and with all thy strength," and "Thou 
shalt love thy neighbor as thyself," and pronounced, them 
equivalent to "all the law and the prophets." 


If Christians continue using the Mosaic code, they can 


hardly be criticised for adding to it the code of Christ himself. 
It is neglect of these characteristically Christian command- 
ments that has brought most of the criticism upon modern 
Christianity. - 


More Cotton. 


-The southern states have planted 37,791,040 acres to cot- 


ton this year, and if the crop averages as good as last year's it 
means 11,1-10,688 bales next fall. "That isn't enough. 


In the past 12 months the world has consumed considerably 


more than 12,000,000 bales of cotton, and by Aug. 1, when 
the 1923 crop begins to reach the market, the surplus stocks 
accumulated in past seasons will all be gone. The short crops 
, of 1921 and 1922 have left the manufacturers without a re- 
serve on which to draw. 


But the crop this year should average far better to the acre 


than last season. The past winter was a .hard one for weevils 
and the blizzards of late February killed off the pest by mil- 
lions. Methods of cultivation have been improved, too, and 
the use of insecticides of many kinds is spreading throughout 
the South. 
The cotton that has been planted stands an un- 


usually good chance this time. A 12,000,000 bale crop is ab- 
solutely necessary for the world's needs. A 14,000,000 bale 
crop could readily be marketed. 


The South promises to be fairly well to do next winter.
